On Saturday morning Mr Fabiani and Mr Hyde,

Mr Oliver Bond, in Bridge-{trect, Dublin. 

Oa the receipt of the above advices, a Council was 
fammoned at Lord Grenville’s office, which fat four 
hours in the evening ; and yelterday, when the fervice 
of the Royal Chapel was over, a Council of the Cabi- 
net Minilters was held on the affairs of Ireland, at 
which the Duke of Portland, Earls of Chatham, Spen- 
cer, and Weitmorland, the Lord Chancellor, and Mr 
Windham attended. The deliberations (which had 
been previoufly difcufled the preceding night at Lord 
Grenville’s office,) continued about 20 minutes; alter 
which, the Dake of Portland and the Lord Chancellor 
had a conferente with the King till 4 o’clock ; and in 
the evening Mr Hyde, the meflenger, was fent back 
to Dablin Caftle, with orders to ufe all poflible expe- 
dition. 

The following is the fub{tance of the reports that have 

reached us on this fubject. We do not pledge ourfelves 
for their truth ; but we repeat them, as it is our duty to 
give our readers every information :— 
By the arreft of the perfons now confined in the 
Tower on a charge of High ‘Treafon, and the feizure 
of their papers, Minifters difcovered a clue of a plot to 
call in the afliftance of France to emancipate Ireland. 
In confequence, the perfons and papers about the Dub- 
lin newfpaper called The Prefs were taken. By that 
meafure, means were found of difcovering the perfons 
and proceedings of thofe faid to be engaged in the con- 
fpiracy, and the execution prevented of a plan of gene- 
ral infurretion, which was foand drawn up in writing, 
and which was within a few days of exploding. ‘This 
is the report of the letters from Dublin, written in the 
moment of ferment, and when in every part of that city 
precautions were taking againit the pofhble danger of a 
tumultuary attack. In fuch amoment we cannot expect 
to find the ' impartiality of unprejudiced hiftory ; and 
therefore we ought to treat every pretended report of 
the circumitancés with referve. . 

In the mean time the ftate of Ireland feems to be 
more horrible than ever: Affaffination was become fo 
common that in every diltri& gentlemen were barricad- 
ing their houfes, and living in 4 fort of prifoa at home. 
The Caftle of Dublin was receiving every additional 
ftrength that its pofition will admit, and the Govern- 
ment feemed to dread an immediate burlt of a popular
